Faculty Suggestion of the Month: 
"A BASIC RULE IN CAMERA REPAIR AND ASSEMBLY" 
Remember to test your assembly as each part is replaced. Only 


in this way can you be sure that the Shutter or Camera Assembly 
will operate properly after it is completely reassembled, 


=aculty Suggestion (Continued) 


A completed brick wall will not be straight unless each brick 
is properly aligned with the one placed before - testing the 
alignment must be done constantly as the work progresses to 
insure a successful finished job. 


When a part is placed in position and the assembly fails to 
operate correctly - you immediately know where to look for the 
possible trouble - right there in the last piece you added to 
the assembly. If the operation is not tested until the ass- 
embly is completed you may find it necessary to remove all 
the parts again to locate the faulty one. 


Form the habit of applying this rule to every job you tackle - 
test for proper functioning as your reassembling progresses. It 
will pay dividends in time, effort, and temper saved. 


Remember, NCRS training is still your best substitute for ex- 
pensive experience,

The Director's Viewpoint

Which comes first, the theory or the 
practice? Can you get along without 
one or the other? With a fair set of 
instructions, and a two hour bout with 
any shutter, chances are that you could 
disassemble and reassemble it correctly 
and repeatedly. If the shutter worked 
when you started, and if you followed 
the instructions prcperly, chances are 
good that it will work after you finish. 


But what would then happen when you are confronted with a shutter 
of exactly the same type and model that has a malfunction? It is 
very likely that you would be up against a blank wall! UNLESS, 
during your practical work of disassembly and reassembly you have 
also learned how each part operates, and why it functions as it 
does. That is theory. After a long time - after many disassembl- 
ies and reassemblies - theory just sinks in. Unconsciously, whe 
whether you want to or not, you will learn the hows and the whys 
of a mechanism, IF you gather enough practical experience. With 
the use of gocd instruction, you eliminate much of the time-con- 
suming work necessary to become a top craftsman, With such in- 
struction you are reaping the benefits of someone else's ex- 
perience: 


To get the most from your Training Program, learn the theory as 
you learn the practical portion of your studies. The dexterity 
needed to take the machine apart arrives after repeated use of 
your fingers. The skill needed to REPAIR the machine arrives 
after repeated use of your brain.
